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There are over 40,000 words in the Oxford dictionary and I would like to focus in on only one four letter word, a word used so often that we forget its 
true meaning. The word is L-O-V-E. Now it may seem strange to the reader that the Headmaster would pick this word. Let me tell you why. Firstly I am 
writing this a few days before Valentine's Day and, naturally, that word has a pervasive presence around here. Secondly, the word "love" has particular 
beauty behind it which certainly captures the true experiential essence of life every month at BCS. I am no authority on this topic but it seems to me that "love" is- 

1. The capacity to trust. The mutual trust between teachers and students allows BCSers to take risks in many endeavours such as singing a solo in Chapei 
or rappeling down the School House wall. 

2. The ability to share and care. As a school family we have shared our laughter and sorrow countless times in both victory and defeat - on the playing fields 
in the Chapel and in the Houses. We have deeply cared for members of our own BCS family and those outside our school. 

3. The potential to see good in everyone. I have had the professional and personal pleasure of joining a dedicated and caring group of teachers who see every 
student as special.

5. The ability to make people feel welcome. The unique warm "BCS hug" that Deanna and I received during the Thanksgiving Chapel Service will forever 
be etched in our memory banks. That symbolic gesture typified the constant welcome our family has received by the entire BCS community We "love" it 1
